The party reached camp at 11 o'clock, having

In the opinion ot n learned 
Italian authority, It Is due to a subsidence of 
tbo land". There Is no reason, however, to 
doubt that It was nn earthquake of the true 
volcanic type, though unheralded by sjiup- 
loms to which tho populations of the West 
Indies nnd South America are not unaccus- 
tomed An earthquake bos been scientifically 
defined as "the transit of a wave of elastic 
compression in any direction, from vertically 
upwards to horlzoatally In nny azimuth, 
through the surface <*"d crust of the earth, 
from any center of Impulse or from more 
than one, which may be attended with tidal 
aud sound waves, Japendent upon the Im- 
pulse and upon circumstances of position as 
'a sea and land." The eruptlon-of Mount 
Vesuvius Is Identical In point ot time with 
the destruction of Ischla, and should go far to 
dlspiovu lUo llieuiy of subsidence.- Simulta- 
neous ebo:ks of earthquake have bcoa 
felt at Oporto, at 
Wiesbaden,

sarily have any reference to the disturb 
ance tbat has ravaged Ischla, and. which Is 
causing Vesuvius to vomit Its burning lava.

vent at Ischla and at Vesuvius. Be this as It 
may, tbe comparative tranqullity of tbe sea 
during the timeof the upheaval Is noteworthy. 
It Is described as agitated, but Ha agitation 
must have bcnn trifling, seeing that no disas- 
ter befell any of the suiall boats which were 
afloat with pleasure-seekers In nearly all peat 
earthquakes a heavy rolling sea has followed 
tta shock.

The towns are In ruins, 
misses ot masonry *nd woodwork litter tbo 
KiOund, here and there a naked Widl stands up 
rrlm and "aunt; but the most shocking part 
of Uie fearful spectacle Is tbe hundreds ot 
corpses, heulbly mangled, which lie >Ued 
among the fragments. It has b*jn found >n>. 
possible to njniove them, and ill that c»n be 
lone Is, for the sake Qf the living, for whom 
lie decaying remains are creating a deadly 
poisonous atmosphere, to destroy th"" with 
hue. What memories will tht>30 can; nith 
Sin who have survived, who In auvef*! lu- 
st»heosrmve been literally dug out ot their 
ivlng femVesV It Is, indeed, terrible to think 
ot people whose houses sank with them with- 
out destroying them, over whose he>4sthe 
earth closed, leaving them conscious »nd In the 
blackii<=3s of the tomb, to gtvpe about, and to 
cry to one another In agonized dosp»!r. We 
•dare not doubt that there were fAsta of this 
[Ind, from theclrcumstanidjof many-person* 
laviog been reached by tbe spade and the 
pickaxe, and. lifted, living, out of their blda- 
ras prisons. Two young women, for e*am 
jlo, named Amalia Cobtzlo and Mtria Ixnj, 
were discovered alive aftor hating tx»n In- 
terred tor two days. ThUlj-seven persons 
werom the saloon ot the Sentlnella hotel 
when the structure fell, and eleven of theae 
were lescued. Again, a whole Jarnlljr were 
dug out from a cellar in which they had 
passed tblrtv-slx hours. As In « shipwreck 
where people locked tip In their mhlos have 
gone to the bottom, and -perchance remained

Ex 
cavators among the ashestwhlch hid for cen 
turles that fair city, have come ar-t»s3 skele- 
tons in many postures of we or Indastry, 
marking the swlftnftsfi ot the fate that aver' 
took them In the bath, the boudoir, the shop, 
and turned them into stone. At Ischla, mu- 
tilation attended death r but there was time 
for the frenzied prayer, tlio wild rush, and for 
terror to do Its paralyzing work.
